The heyre of a king and kingdom, 
ut be ſo educated, that heemay 
be found worthy of the crovwne, 
The children of the faithfull, are 
heyres to the King and kingdome 
of Heaven. Therefore their pa- 
rents, astutors , to whom they are 
concreditfor a time , mult trayne 
them vp ſo carcfully, in pietie, and 
and the obedience of God their 
heaucnly father, that they may bee 
found worthy of the a ar 
ef that Kingdom, and Crowne 
glory, purchaſed by the bload 0 
Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, & their pa- 
rents may bee found faithfull; foin 
diſcharging their dutic therein, to 
God and them. Secondly , Danid 
calleth children the Lords Reward, 
' ſhewing, that as God of his grace, 
doth giueto parents children, asa 
teſtimony of his loue , to-their 
earthly pleaſure, comfort and ſers|;

we meet with any temptatio, if we 
anſwere, I « wrigten, and firmucly 
belceue the ſame, in ſo refiſting Sas 
than, we (hal oucrcome his temptas 
tions , and.atlaſt make him depart, 
at leaſt for awhile,from vs, by the 
ſtrengthi of this our Guide, In a 
greatand doubtfull matter, know- 
ing our owne ſimplicitic and foo- 
liſhneſle , we would much cſtecme 
of afaithfull and wiſe counſeller:;

kings, and Lord of all lordsto bee 
heard, with the hand of faith wee

the greateſt aches that he can poſ- 
ſelle; a chayne of gold abour his 
necke ; truewiſedome to his heart; 
the. faithfulleſt tutor to direRt and 
goucrne himgandthe moſtdelight- 
fill pleaſure & greateſt profit that 
euecr he could\wiſh; for godlines 
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hath a promilc of this life, and. of 
the life to come. .Itis to the aged, 
their ercateſt honour, their trueſt 
wiſedome and grauitie,when fſick-| 
nelle and age oppreſieth them: itiis | 
a.comforta lefafue to their ſoules; 
and the beſt company. _ can | 
ſeeke to, ot deſire-:1tisthe skilful-|
